TO MAKK FARMING PROFITABLE. 


What the Agricultural Department Ksc- 


oiumendg to 


WASHIMQTON, April 26—Statisticians 


of the Agricultural Department bave 
been grappling with the problem of 
raising wheat and corn at a profit. A 
summary has been made from the indi- 
vidual estimates of 25,000 practical 
farmers in the case of wheat, and 23,- 
000 in the case of corn. Some 4,000 ex- 
perts have also given the result of ob- 
servations. The conclusion reached by 
the department is practically as fol- 
lows: 


With wheat selling at 57 cants and 


corn at 36 cants a bushel in Chicago, a 
rotation of crops, rather than a per- 
sistency in exclusive wheat growing, 
would be more profitable to our farm- 
ers. The cost of raising wheat per acre 
is estimated at $11 69, and corn at 
$11 71. In the report for December 
last, the average farm value of wheat is 
ptaced at $6 16 per acre, and of corn at 
$8 21. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that beside the production of 
wheat, the farmer has the straw of 
wheat and tbe stalks of corn, which in 
some sections of the country have a 
feeding value of $5 per acre, and while 
the cost of production was normal, the 
price of both wheat and corn in the De- 
cember estimate was far below the av- 
erage. 
In Illinois the estimate of 


wheat cost of production is $1145 per 
acre, of corn $11 46. In Iowa wheat is 
placed at $9 74 and corn at $9 92. In 
Wisconsin wheat is $12 93 and corn 
$15 53. la Indiana wheat is $12 39 and 
corn $12 93. The average of the West- 
era States is $10 7J par ajre for wheat 
and $11 03 for corn. 


Danger of tho Industrials Spreading the 


Smallpox. 


NEW YOBK, April 26.—Dr. Alva H. 


Doty, Chief of tbe Division of Con- 
tagious Diseases of the Board of Health, 
said to-day there was great danger of 
smallpox being spread all over the 
country by Coxey's army and the other 
aggregations resembling it. 


"There is a serious menace to the 


public health in this movement," said 
Dr. Doty. "The constituents of these 
armies are from those classes which are 
most susceptible to disease. I see that 
3,000 Coxey re;ruits will leave Chicago 
on Saturday to go to Washington. At 
tbe present time Chicago is infected 
with smallpox and the hospitals are 
not large enough to accommodate the 
victims. 
That some of the o.OOO or 


more of Coxey's followers in Chicago 
are being exposed to the contagion 
must be evident to all. Very many of 
these Coxey followers from Chicago 
are almost certain to get smallpox 
themselves or carry the germs of the 
disease in their clothing and commu- 
nicate it to others. The disease is 
likely to be spread in Washington, or 
wherever they go, and I really appre- 
hend grave consequences." 


A Woman's Clever Scheme to Keep Her 


Truant Husband Home. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., April 26—About 


9:30 last night a masked burglar entered 
the house at the corner of Fourth and 
Washington streets, and finding Mrs. 
Walter Knox alone bound and gagged 
her and then went through the place 
seeming a quantity of valuables. This 
is the report as it. was made to the po- 
lice, who, after the investigation, came 
to the conclusion that it was no bur- 
glary at all, but an effort on the part of 
Mrs. Knox, the alleged victim, to keep 
her husband home in the evening. Sbo 
has bad some 'rouble to do this in the 
past, it seems, and according to Chief 
Oelm decided to adopt this plan.

Those who attribute the dull times 


to the legislation of the present Con- j 
Kress are in error. With the exception 
of the repeal of the Sherman Act this 
Congress has dole nothing to uffect 
the financial and industrial interests of 
the country. 
If legislation is thf- 


cause of the business depression (and 
very many intelligent persons believe 
that it is) former Congresses are to 
blame for it, though the present Con- 
gress should be held responsible for 
not repealing some of the laws relating 
to finance, now in the statute books.

Company Occldex to Place Them on 
the Market. 
The San Francisco Call says the 


Southern Pacific Improvement Com- 
pany has decided to place property 
valupd at from $10,000,000 to $12,000,- 
000 ha charge of the Land Department 
of the Central Pacific for disposal. 


The Pacific Improvement Company 


and the Southern Pacific, although 
organized under different charters, are 
practically one and the same, as the 
stock of both companies is owned in a 
great part by the same persons. 


Various reasons are surmised for 


the belling out of the Pacific Improve- 
mHnt Company. 
One is that Mrs. 


Stanford, who is a heavy stockholder, 
is anxious to secure a large amount of 
ready cash, in order to carry out the 
wishes of her late husband. 


Another reason is that the affairs of 


the Pacific Improvement Company 
have not been prosperous lately and 
that its days of usefulness, a_s an aux- 
iliary of the Southern Pacific, have 
passed. Officers of the company, how- 
ever, deny that it is the intention to 
dissolve the corporation. 


The sale will include considerably 


over 1-25,000 acres of land, scattered 
over the States of California, Oregon, 
Nevada and Utah. Some of it is im- 
proved and some not. Also included 
in the list are 125 townsites, comprising 
such places as Reno, Truckee, Corning, 
Willows, Montague, Merced and others 
on tho lines of the Southern Pacific 
and its branches. 


Near Santa Barbara are 4,000 acres, 


and in Siskiyou are 32,53'J acres, 15,000 
of which are under fence. The great 
Hotel Del Monte, of Monterey, will 
also probably be placed on the market, 
though this is not yet decided. The 
property at Monterey comprises 14,- 
OJO acres. Pacific Grove and El Car- 
melo, near Monterey, and the big hotel 
it Castle Crags, near Mjunt Shasta, 
will also be sold.
